Interest 


The Special Floating Rate Bonds will bear interest at th 
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the financial year 2011-12. Interest rates on these bonds for subsequent financial years (i.e. 
after 2011-12) would be in line with dstiy average yield of 10 years Oovornment Securities in 
the preceding calendar year. Therefore, applicable interest rate for the Special Floating Rate 
Bond would be 8.33 per cent for the financial year 2012-13. Further, interest will be reckoned 
from the date of commencement of tenure of the Special Floating Rate Bonds and Will be 
payable half yearly on September 30 and March 30 till maturity, interest on the Special 
5 Floating Rate Bonds will be payable at Public Debt Office, Reserve Bank of India, Fort, 
Mumbai.

The Special Floating Rate Bonds will be transferable and eligible for market ready forward 
transactions (Repo), The Bonds, however, will not be an eligible underlying Bond for ready 
forward transactions (Repo/Reverse Repo) with the Reserve Bank of India.
